Ionization Treatments A s Used for Hay Fever 


A DELICATE SLAP 
I ATE in July Baron George Francken- 
stein who had been for eighteen years 
Austrian ambassador to Great Britain, be­ 
came a British subject. 
Two days later 
he was knighted by King George VI, be­ 
coming Sir George Franckenstein. 
There 
are said to he few, if any, precedents in 
history for this particular royal honor. 
It 
is recognized 
as an 
indication 
of the 
British government’s regard for the man 
himself. 
It is also a tribute to the vanished 
country Sir George formerly represented. 
Such a tribute, paid in so public a way, 
serves as a rebuke to the Nazi regime 
which wiped 
Austria off the map of 
Europe. 
So, too, was the waiving of the 
usual naturalization formalities in Franck- 
enstein’s case because “the circumstances 
were sufficiently widely known,’’ accord­ 
ing to the British Home Minister. 
The contest for power being waged 
between the democracies and the totali­ 
tarian states is fought with seemingly 
trivial actions as well as with diplomatic 
conferences and armament races. 
In nor­ 
mal times this incident would have had 
little importance in England and would 
scarcely have been newsworthy in our 
own country. 


“Freezing wages” may be a good thing 
temporarily; but generally speaking, our 
economic system of wages, interest, prices, 
and so on, is frozen too much. 


PROSPECTIVE PEACE 
Coonley has been filling this delicate 
role only a few months but in that short 
time he has already produced more tangi­ 
ble peace between Business and the Ad­ 
ministration than all the fan-fared confer­ 
ences held by the President. 
This does not mean that the lion and 
the lamb actually are lying down together. 
Far from it. 
The New Dealers have given 
up none of their ideas, nor is all of Busi­ 
ness ready to kiss and make up. 
But as a result of Coonley’s unpubliciz­ 
ed goodwilling there now does exist, for 
the first time since the New Deal, a basis 
of cordial, man-to-man relationship be­ 
tween Big Business and Administration 
leaders. 
For weeks, groups of them have 
dined together in his Georgetown home 
and frankly discussed their mutual griev­ 
ances. 
The list of Coonley’s guests reads like 
a roll call of the Sixty Families and the 
inner White House council.
